‘Out of approximately $87,000 grossed for 
the event, the schools received — $10,000 
between them, the stadium expenses ran to 
$27,900, Hope received--$25.909, 

OTHER EXPENSES for the game included 
$3,100 for uniforms for the players—each 
with his own name—$2,210 for the-$65 a 
plate Hope-hosted dinner, which made a 
loss, and the cost of various prizes, including 
a car, music and staging which cost $3,500. 


-Hope’s plane was delayed and he did not get 


to the dinner in time. 

What went wrong? 

Kent feels the event would have been a 
greater success had more effort come from 


Catholics generally, but in particular from 
the high: schools themselves. 


THE SCHOOL principals feel the event 
could have brought a much better financial 
return if the planning, communications and 
timing had been better. 


As for the Bob Hope $25,000, this was the 
result of a deal made between the Allen Kent 
Athletic Corporation, mounting the event, 
and Hope. According to Kent, it was a 
desperate attempt to move tickets which, up 
to that time, were not selling well. 


“The result was skyrocketing sales,’’ Kent 
told Southern Cross in an interview. ‘‘We

had tried Jerry Lewis and Danny Thomas 
without success, so I went for Bob Hope. 


‘“‘ANY FEES that were to be paid to the 
Eisenhower Foundation, as far as the public 


was concerned,’’ said Kent, ‘‘were-to be 


stated simply as ‘for charity’. That was Bob 
Hope’s stipulation.”’ 


The impression had to be given that Hope 


was “‘donating’’ his services, ‘‘otherwise he 


would not show up,’’ said Kent. 


The first the four high school principals 
knew of this deal was during the official 
reckoning session over accounts with Kent on 
Dec. 10, three months after the game. 


As a result, they wrote a letter to Hope, 
dated Dec. 17, Stating their ‘‘shock and 
disappointment’’ at the news and that the 
disclosure ‘‘bombshell’’ would be extremely 
difficult to explain to students who had 
worked so hard to sell tickets. 


They expressed their deep appreciation for 
the work of both Kent and Hope for staging 
the event, but also hoped that the comedian 
might ‘‘rectify the situation.’’ They are 
awaiting a reply. 

The four principals are: Father Patrick 
Keane, OSA, St. Augustine’s; Dennis Hart, 
University; Sister Edward Mary, Our Lady of 
Peace, and Sister Joann Tabor, Rosary. In 
Southern Cross interviews they were 
unanimous ‘in their praise of Allen Kent’s 
efforts.

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Abortion on demand 


Bishop Maher’s statement, sent to all parishes, for 
the anniversary [Jan. 22] of the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting abortion, states, in part: 


© Two years ago the U.S. Supreme Court issued its 
decision permitting virtual abortion on demand. The 
court’s action has eroded respect for human life and 
established a climate of social permissiveness. 


I affirm once again that all human life is precious. It 
is a gift from God which must be protected and 
sustained at every point of its existence. During 
pregnancy the fetus should be given special care and 
legal protection. Science provides ample evidence that 
the life initiated at conception is human. The Supreme 
Court chose to ignore this fact. 


I call for an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States that will assign legal personhood to the 
unborn child and assure legal protection. 


Attempts have been made to deny the constitutional 
protection normally accorded to doctors, nurses and 
hospitals for conscientious refusal to participate in 
abortion procedures. The courts continue to strike down 
laws, even those protective and regulatory measures 
considered by State legislatures to be within the 
parameters of Supreme Court opinions. 


The violation of the right to life has become socially 
acceptable. Only a constitutional amendment offers any 
real hope to correct this situation. Political activity on 
the part of proponents of such an amendment must 
accelerate. 

We must renew our determination to reverse the 
court, to advocate the rights of the unborn in all our 
social and political processes.

What would you set right? 


In this Holy Year of reconciliation most people 
will have their own views on the areas which most 
need attention. The five dominant subjects selected 
by priests polled through the National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils are: distribution of world 
resources; alienated youth; liberal-conservative 
Catholics; divorced and remarried Catholics, and 
resigned priests. 


These subjects have been placed on the agenda 
for the March convention of the NFPC in St. 
Petersburg under the theme: ‘‘Reconciliation: risks 
and possibilities.’’ Father Reid C. Mayo, federation 
president, said the board is ‘‘Eminently aware of 
the serious risks’’ in pursuing reconciliation in 
these ‘‘delicate areas.’’ But he thinks the 
possibilities far outweigh the risk involved. 


Should priests tell? 


With reference to the last item of the five 
selected. by the NFPC—the subject: of resigned 
priests—should they keep their priestly past a 
secret or not? Bishop Christopher Weldon . of 
Springfield, Mass., said recently, in an interview, 

' that former priests would function more effectively 
if their. background remained unknown to pastors 
and lay people. 


If there are people in the parish who would be 
hurt spiritually by this disclosure, said the bishop, 
‘““A priest with a dispensation should take this into 
account and not expose them to hurt. Perhaps ‘he 
would function most. effectively if He were not 
known as a former priest.’’ 


Bishop Weldon said he has known few priests 
where celibacy is a problem. He:said seminarians 
today, as 46 years ago when-he was ordained, have 
ample opportunity to know what they are letting 
themselves in for ‘‘long before they have to make a 
commitment.’’ : ; 


’The bishop has not yet started a married 
permanent deacon program in his diocese. ‘‘I have 
no objections,’’:he said. ‘I see it coming in ‘the 
future.’’ Our diocesan deacon program is now in its 


fourth year, while. Los Angeles is into its second

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Younger bishops now 


The news that Boston archdiocese suddenly 


received another four auxiliary bishops in addition . 


to the three already appointed brought the spotlight 
again on Archbishop Jean Jadot, the apostolic 

_ delegate, who is involved in episcopal appoint- 
ments. ‘’The policy today of the Holy See is to look 
for bishops who have a very wide and very strong 
pastoral experience,’’ he told the Washington Post 
in a recent interview. 


Much .more consultation takes place, too, he 
explained ‘‘always on a one-to-one basis’ as to the 
needs of a diocese. ‘‘What kind of a person would 
you like to have as a bishop, and if you have 
someone, propose him,’’ is the kind of approach 
now made by the Papal Delegate. 


The new Vatican policies have been credited with * 


months previously to fill a 
vacancy for a_ bishop, 
owing to the consultation 
which now takes place. 


The appointment of 
Hollywood born ~ Msgr. 
Roger Mahony as Auxilia- 
ry Bishop of the Fresno 
diocese last week contin- 
ues the trend of younger 
bishops. The former chan- 
cellor of that diocese, 
Bishop-elect Mahony is 
only 37.

A silence amid the clamor 


We were talking...about noise and 
silence, solitude and isolation, and how we 
may immerse ourselves in each of these 
things, but with vastly different intent. 


| suppose noise must be one of the 
besetting problems of the modern age. 
For city dwellers, at least, there is little 
respite from the steady onslaught of noise. 
EVEN IN THE deepest hours of night, 


one may awaken to the hum of traffic—on 
distant freeways and nearer highways. It 


is muted, but audible enough to exert its . 


own pressure. In our busy, restless cities, 
silence is too often a stranger, unknown 
and frequently feared. 


But we humans have a need for 
‘silence—a need for solitude. It is there, in 
the still aloneness of our inner selves, that 
we come to learn about ourselves and 

.. discover, beyond self, the purpose and call 
of our existence. 


We grow fragmented, torn apart and ~ 


confused by noise and the presence of 
crowds of people. The constant move- 
ment, sound and rush, deprive us of the 
moments of peace and reflection wherein 
we may come to’an ease with ourselves 
and with one another. 


AND IN A KIND Of desperation, many 
of us seek to escape, to evade a situation 
threatening to become intolerable, by an 
even deeper withdrawal into noise. _ 


The apparently endless ‘’canned’’

set up barriers to real communication as 
solid as a stone wall between persons. 


If the music is loud enough, we can shut 
out everyone else, hear nothing, listen to 
nothing, drown in vibration and clamor. If

people and the tensions of our way of life, 
but the noisy isolation takes its toll. 


WE ARE A social people, made for 
communion with one another, needing 
communion with one another. But we do 
not realize it in superficial ‘‘togetherness’’ 
nor amiable exchange of trivia. 

The deeper and essential communion is 
activated on a more profound level of 
relationship. It. is nurtured through 
genuine concern for each other and in 
growing knowledge of one another. 

A person becomes more wholly 
himself, more truly individual, in relating 
to others and in giving of himself.to them. 
When we refuse to communicate, 
withdrawing into a cocoon of noise and 
superficiality, we are refusing our own 
fulfillment. 


FOR ISOLATION is not the same thing 
as solitude. The rule of the monastic 
community of Taize, France, is ‘’Love 
solitude, but loathe isolation.’ 

The person seeking to find more about 
life and more about himself in silence and 
solitude, is not evading communion—he is 
preparing himself for more significant 
communion. : 

We love solitude * because of the 
freedom it affords for dipping below the 
surfaces of life, says Father Thomas 
Dubay, in his book Pilgrims Pray, for 
immersion in beauty, for enriching one’s 
person, for deepening consequent en- 
counters with one’s fellows, for quenching 
our being as an incarnated thirst. 

- Solitude is ‘‘other-centered,’’ isolation 
self-centered. In our cities today, amidst 
the lonely crowds, we have a real need to 
find a haven of solitude and quiet within 
ourselves, to seek respite from the radio 
and television, from speed and schedule. 


If:we are to come to know ourselves, to 
know God and so come to know and love 
each other, perhaps it is time to forget 
“small talk’’, to remember to turn off 
Switches. and tune in to the stillness eee 
within each of us.

Talking point—bishops attack 


U.S. economic system is filled with injustice

The Campaign for Human Development (CHD), 
the anti-poverty agency of the United States bishops, 
has released a massive study charging that power- 
lessness is one of the root causes of poverty, and the 
whole U.S. economic system gives power to the few 
at the expense of the majority. This talking point is - 
a brief summary of the main points of the study. 


It is called ‘‘Poverty in American Democracy: a 
Study of Social Power.’’ And it is a_ heavily 
documented 208-page ‘paper produced by the 
Campaign for Human Development, the poverty 
fighting arm of the U.S. bishops. 


The study charges that the economic system in the 
United States is filled with injustice and may 
threaten the country’s. democratic form of 
government. 


‘DEVELOPED BY the educational arm of the CHD, 
the report details a gross maldistribution of wealth 
and income in the United States over the past 60 
years. ; 


The study claims that more than half of all 
Americans are ‘‘essentially dependent’’ upon social 
institutions over which they have no control. 


‘‘Economic resourcelessness’’ and ‘political 
powerlessness’’ affect more than 50. per cent of the 
American people, the report says. In today’s 
economy ‘‘the average American can no longer 
afford the average American home:’’ 


ONE OF THE root causes of poverty is 


powerlessness, a condition that not only violates 


social justice but actually eredes caller recalphael 


aM the study says. 
“It criticizes ‘government’ ‘economic’ policies and” 


some presidential advisors for maintaining economic 
theories that no longer relate to contemporary 
reality. j 


Citing government statistics eon the last 20 


years, the report also suggests that private control of 
corporate assets, sales and production is so highly 
concentrated that inflation, joblessness and product 
shortages inevitably result. 


“THE RICHEST 10. per ‘cent of the U.S. 
population receives the same total income as the 
bottom 50 per cent, the study says. ‘’The top one per 


cent receives more income than the bottom 20 per- 


cent of American citizens.’’ 
ACCORDING TO the study there is even greater 


disparity in control of assets: ‘‘The top 1.2 per cent — 


of American families -hold 32.5 times more 
investment assets than the bottom 60 per cent of 
American households.’’ 


Moreover 1.6 per cent of American corporations 
control 75 per cent of all manufacturing assets—a 
phenomenon which the study says is growing worse 
with time. - 


Charging that America’s economic system does 


not create a sufficient number of adequate jobs, the 
report states that ‘‘productive capability and 


benefitting from society’s wealth are not primarily. 


tied to work, but to ownership. of productive 
resources. But the majority of American citizens 
have only their labor as their primary resource.’’ 
Thus when economic systems fail, jobs go first. 


The study evaluates the available data in light of 


Catholic social teachings and traditions. It also 
suggests that American Catholics -have strong 
scriptural, 
which to evaluate the U.S. record of providing 
‘‘Yiberty and justice for all’’ during the upcoming 
U.S. Bicentennial. 


THIS REFLECTION on America’s promise and 
performance ‘‘will embody Christian witness if it 
does not fear to evaluate all current political- 
economic institutions, with the goal of participation 
and dignity for all,’’ the study concludes. 


The CHD is the education and action program of 
the Catholic Church in the United States, directed to 
alleviate root causes of poverty. Begun in 1970, the 
CHD uses funds from. an annual collection in 
Catholic parishes to fund self-help projects. 


It’ funds only projects initiated by the poor 
themselves, regardless of religious affiliation, and 
its education program seeks to focus attention on the 
real causes of poverty and to promote a united front 
in seeking solutions to them. 


THE NEW CHD poverty study also asserts that 
the current U.S. economic system ‘’Guarantees 


doctrinal and cultural heritages with: 
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inflation,’’ stimulates concentration of wealth rather 
than equitable distribution, and pushes the social 
and economic costs of maldistribution upon the poor 
and middle income groups. 


Land reform, tax reform, stronger anti-trust 
legislation, and redistribution of income are 
suggested. 


In evaluating the government's way of estimating 
both unemployment and the number of poor people 


in the country, CHD reports that over 20 per cent of . 


the work. force is ‘‘subemployed.’’ This means that 
16 million Americans—not the 6 million cited in 
current 6.5 per cent unemployment figures—cannot 
secure a year-round adequately paying job. 


IT SAYS unemployment itself always runs twice 
as high among minority groups as among whites and 
is already reaching 40 per cent in many inner-city. 
areas. 


The study demonstrates how the government 
poverty level is intentionally set lower than even 
government experts propose; how many - welfare 
systems are mechanisms for maintenance of a 
low-wage labor force; and how many Vietnam 
veterans are socially and economically marginal. 


It suggests that the demise or weakening of Office 
of Economic Opportunity (OEO) Community Action 
programs and Legal Services programs were partly 
the result of fear that ptdor people were becoming 
overly successful in obtaining opportunities and 
rights. 


IN ADDITION, data regarding housing problems, 
inflation, tax burdens, and job issues are given for 
lower and middle income groups in the United 
States. 


A final section of .the CHD report recalls that 
several Founding Fathers of our country, notably 
Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin and Thomas 
Paine, feared that gross economic inequality would 
destroy the necessary conditions for political 
equality.

Question: 


Asa child I learned that a sacrament is an _- 


outward sign instituted by Christ to give 
grace. Now | am told that there is a new 
definition. Is this so? If so, how come? 
isn’t a sacrament the same today as it was 
back in the 50s? What is ‘this new 
definition? 


The definition cited above is quite 
correct and timeless. While each sacra- 
ment is directed to a particular situation, 
each of the seven has several possible 
ways in which it can be viewed. The 
standard textbook by Edward Schille- 
beeckx, Christ The Sacrament of the 
Encounter With God, offers considera- 
tions fo the sacraments according to 
different relationships. 


For example, Christ comes, to us in a 


human and _ ecclesial 


sacrament, and therefore ‘‘a sacrament is 
a bestowal of salvation in historical 
visibility.’’ He explains that the sacra- 
ments are the ‘‘earthly prolongation of 
Christ’s glorified bodiliness; consequently 
“the Church’s sacraments are not things 
but encounters of men on earth with the 
glorified man Jesus by way of a visible 
form...a personal act of the Lord in earthly 
visibility and open availability.’’ 


Again, in relationship'to the Church, it 
is correctly stated that ‘‘each sacrament is 
the personal saving act of the Risen Christ 
himself, but realized in the visible form of 
an official act of the Church.’’ Looking at 
the specific purpose of the sacraments it 
may be said that 
redemption pure and simple, but rather 
redemption as directed to a particular 
need for it, 


‘‘a sacrament is not © 


differentiated according to the seven 
sacraments.”’ 

In these and his other descriptions, 
Schillebeeckx does not deny the ‘‘classic’’ 
definition which tends to become rather 
cold and legalistic if misunderstood. What 
he and other theologians are successfully 
attempting to do is to*contemplate more 
fully the beauty and significance of the 
sacraments.

“‘Match for Life’’ at the U.S. 
Capitol here will be held 
Wednesday, Jan. 22, the 
second anniversary of the 
Supreme Court abortion de- 
cision, to petition Congress 
for a human life amendment. 


Since the decision, which 
lifted most abortion restric- 
tions, medical authorities 
estimate that about 1.2 to 1.8 
million legal abortions have 
been performed each year, 
roughly double the number 
before the decision. 


Dr. . Christopher Tietze, 
New York City Population 
Council consultant, said the 
increase consists mostly of 
abortions that formerly would 
have been done illegally but 
that legalization has led to an 
over-all abortion increase.

Synod II prepares 
to RAP things up

‘The Synod II story in the 
diocese moves from speak-up 
to (w)rap-up sessions this 
year. 

Father Phillip Straling, 
executive director of the 
Synod, told members of the 
14 diocesan Synod commis- 
sions that there will be parish | 
RAP-up sessions during Ap- 
ril and October which will 
give all parishioners the 
opportunity to vote on pro- 
posals. 


“RAP MEANS renewal, 
action and planning,’ he 
explained. “‘And the people 
in the parishes—religious 
and lay alike—will have 
before them the items for 
action (IFA) proposed by 
each commission. 


“These will be discussed 
and voted on. The votes will 
be recorded and forwarded to 
the bishop.” 


Father Straling said: ‘‘All 
of us realized at the start of 
Synod Il that it is easy .to 
come up with an idealistic_ 
plan. But we have subse- 
quently realized that we have 
to be practical and realistic.’’ 


HE SAID it is hoped that 
there will be complete parish © 
involvement to end» by 
Thanksgiving, leaving time 
for the commissions to com- 
plete the work towards -the 
final events scheduled for 
January, 1976. 


“Some projects will take - 


years to implement,’’ he told 


the 120 commissioners at- 
tending at UniHi’s religion 
center. “‘There will be on- 
going work extending from 
the deliberations of the 
Synod sessions.”’ 


Synod commissions have 
from now until March 1 to 
prepare the first items for 
action ready for printing and 
submission to parishes. 
These IFAs will include a 
description of the pastoral 
need, policy and suggestions 
for implementation. 


“IT’S ALL very well giving 
the bishop an item for 
action,’’ said Father Stra- 
ling, “‘but he also needs help 
by way of suggestions for 
implementation.” 


The bishop will receive 
reports of what the people of 
the diocese have said and 
“then will decide whether it 
becomes the official policy of 
the diocese,”’ explained Fa- 
ther Straling. 


Parish sessions, will start 
on April 1, allowing four to 
five weeks for meetings and 
discussions. Their reports 
will be back to the 14 
commissions in June. 


The second RAP-up ses- 
sions will start Oct. 15 in 
parishes, lasting about three 
weeks. 


Father Straling reminded 
the commissioners that this 
is the Holy Year of reconcilia- 
tion and he hoped this would 
be demonstrated through the 
work of the Synod at all 
levels. :

Both his-lawyer and his accountant advised him against 
going into the venture at the start, but, with the rest of his 
staff and associates, Kent became swept up in the effort he 
put into it. 


~ “The Allen Kent Athletic Corporation is a charitable 
corporation and was already in existence before the game,”’ 


he explained. ‘‘We printed 49,000 tickets and more than - 


21,000 were sold. The schools just didn’t come up to 
expectations. They didn’t come near their quotas. We had to 
go out to my Jewish business friends, among others, to get

Kent is still concerned that an event of this magnitude 
could benefit the schools, if planned and promoted properly. 
“It’s taken nine years to get the Super Bowl where it is today. 
Surely we can do the same with our local Catholic charity 
bowl.’”- g 


“Your Southern Cross didn’t help us, because I had to pay 
for advertising. You gave us two articles. We paid for two 
ads, You should have published something every week about 
the game. 


“IF THIS HAD been as successful as I had hoped, I would 
have been the biggest guy in San Diego, as far as the people 
are concerned,’’ said Kent. - 


Students were encouraged to sell tickets by earning a 
personal award of 50 cents for each $3.50 ticket sold. As one 
parent put it to SC: ‘‘If they had worked hard enough, they 
could have paid their tuition to the school through this.’’ Kent 
says he paid the 50 cents out of his own pocket, and his 
personal staff worked extensively for the game, without 
reward. ” 

Did the schools gain $2,500 or lose? 

“WE CAN MAKE that twice over in two weeks of selling © 
chocolate bars,’’ said OLP’s Sister Edward Mary. And Sister 
Joann Tabor said that Rosary lost out because they canceled 
plans for their candy sale which would have netted $5,000. - 
“We budgeted for $10,000 from the game, and received 
$2,500, so we have a current problem,’’ she added. 

‘I’ve got others 
who want me to do it,’’ said Kent. ‘‘There are several 
fraternal and other organizations that have already 
approached me.”’

“I don’t think we overestimated the power of the schools to 
make it a sellout. I still think it can be done, if the teachers 
and parents get behind it.’’ 


As the schools this week inform their students of financial 
results of the game—the full statement has been posted at 
Rosary for all to see—there are recriminations and 
recommendations. But there is great potential, according to 
Kent and all the principals. 

BUT IF THERE is a benefit game for Catholic high schools 
this year it will have to be on a different basis. 

Kent is most hurt by the suggestion that it helped publicize 
his furniture business. ‘‘I don’t get this much trade from 
Catholics,’. he said, holding up the pinky of one hand and 
measuring against its nail.
